dy and bury it in Se. Gregorys Church-yard, London, and 
no difturbance has been fince. The other is at the 
Grange in Lancafbire, where very many Years was an 
Apparition in the Garden, and in one Chamber of the 
Houfe, it was in the fhape of a Grey-hound, the pre- 
current Noife was like a Man hiffing to call a Dog ;
